ING CEREMONIES.

Researches Among the Aborigines of 
the Pacific Bring to Light the Cus- 
toms of the Kwakiutls of Northern 
Vancouver Island—They Worship 
Their Ancestral Deities—Dances 
Ars Performed In Weird Masks. 
Some remarkable, grotesque and 


highly interesting Indian masks have 
recently been obtained from explora- 


tions of the north Pacific coast of 
America. The object of this ethno- 
logical expedition was to study the 


the native races of the 
eoest and their relation to 
those of the old world. The types 
of the Indian inhabitants of the 
north Pacific coast of America, espe- 
cially those of British Columbia and 
Vancouver Island, show a great simi- 
larity to north Asiatic peoples, and 
the question arises whether this 
semblance is due to mixture, migra- 
tion or to gradual differentiation.

Probably 
the most interesting tribe, as far as 
their mysterious and — spectacular 
ceremoniels are concerned, are the 
Kwakiutls, who occupy the northern 
part of Vancouver Island. Their 
mythology is based upon edventures 
of « number of their mythical and 
supernatural ancestors, who either 
dropped down from the sky, arose 


from the underworld, or emerged 
from the ocean. All of the people 
are supposed to be the descendants of 
these fabulous personages. This has 
afforded a wide range for their su- 
perstitious imaginitions to weave in- 
numerable tales and legends, and in- 


duce them to construct enormous 
grotesque masks, which they wear 
during their ceremonial dances and 


on festive occasions. By the wearing 
of these curved representations of 
their ancestral spirits, who are. still 
supposed to be present, it is thought 
they will bestow a supernatural help 


upon the person or clan who has ac- 


quired the right to use them. The 
magical gifts, duness, and ‘erests, of 
these spirits ¢ ull hereditary, but 


ean also b+ obtained by marriage and 
the initiation into one of their secret 
societies. The Kwakiutls have a great 
number of these. One of the most 
important and highly-prized is the 
Ha-mat-sa 

So highly prized from an ethnologi- 
ea) standpoint are the fantastic masks 
and other ceremonial objects of this 
tribe that scientific institutions in 
Europe, as well as those in United 
States, have vied with one another in 
obtaining all the material possible il- 
lustrating their customs. The masks 
here shown were secured by a Kwa- 
kiutl ex-chief, who posed especially 
for the photographer, in order to 


show just how they were worn and 
manipulated during one of their 
strange winter ceremonials, particu- 
larly, the Ha-mat-sa. The eandidate 
for initiation into this fraternity, 
which formerly embodied a frenzied 


habit of biting human flesh, has to 
stay three or four months in the 
weods at the supposed abiding place 
of the supernatural spirit and pro- 
tector of the society. At the end of 
his period of isolation the elaborate 
Ha-mat-sa_ initiation ceremony — is 
given, which lasts several days and 
nights. Masked dancing by the older 
members of this society is one of the 
especial features of the ceremony. 

On one of the appearances during 
his initiation the candidate wears a 
huge mask of the fabulous 
headed serpent, which has one head 
at each end, a human head in 
middle, one horn on each terminal

head, This is supposed to give the 
wearer supernatural power, Tha 
mask is made to fold and close, and 
by means of a cord pulled by tha 
dancer the long tongues of the ser- 
pent are caused to protrude out. The 
Sear fraternity are dressed in’ the 
skins of grizzly bears, and do a sort 


of detective duty, observing and pun- 
ishing any mistakes made in the per- 
formance, The person making tha 
error is seratched with their claws, 
which inflict painful injuries.

BOURASSA’S AIDS. 


Fighting Statesman and Lieutenants 


Are Picturesque Men. 


The meteoric career of Le Devoir, 
Mr. Bourassa’s new Montreal daily, 
has been interrupted by the departure 
from his staff of his two chief lieuten- 
ants, Mr. Oliver Asselin and Mr. Jules 
Fournier, men who The Montreal Her- 
ald says, attracted libel suits as natur- 
ally as water attracts ducks. 

“Asselin,” says The Herald, ‘claims 
to have been reared below Quebec 
and to have come to Montreal, where 
he began on The Herald in 1899, by 
way of New England. Materially, 
there are circumstantial proofs of the 
claim, but in essence he hails straight 
from one of Dumas’ novels of the 
Fronde. He is a disturber of the 
peace ot people in high places, be- 
cause he is a person of enthusiasms 
who is quite careless of consequences. 
He never measures his likes or dis- 
likes. He has always a cause to fight 
for, and in fighting he puts his own 
convenience last. Like our most dis- 
tinguished lacrosse and hockey play- 
ers, ho excels in breaking the rules 
and it, being penalized for it. His 
worst break was when he struck a4 
Quebec Minister on the floor of the 
Legislature; that and other things 
have taken him behind prison walls 


and into the dock. On the other 
hand, a very successful and very 
honorable Montreal public man, in 
whose interest Asselin had worked 
like a Trojan for weeks together, 


after many unencouraged hints about 
remuneration, mailed him a check for 


a tidy sum. It came back by the 
next mail, with the comment that 
when he worked for his friends he

Many Notable Englishwomen Hold 
Titles In Their Own Right. 
While 


so many women are agitating 
for their “rights” it is of interest to 
know that a great many of the gentler 
sex hold exalted positions in ther 
own rigit in England, and do not de- 
rive their titles from their husbands 
\t present there are a number of peer- 
esses in their own right-—sixteen to be 
exact, the one whose 
the greatest antiquity being 


peerage 1s of 
lv ce 


Ros whose barony—the premier bar- 
ony of England—was created by Si- 
mon de Montfort when, after the but- 
tle of Lewes he summoned Robert de 
Ros by writ in the King’s name, to 


Parliainent 
Lady de Ros was the only child of 
the late Lord de Ros, who died rather 
more than two years ago. Her hus- 
band is a brother of Lord Dartrey, 
and she has three daughters the 
Hon. Mrs. Ross, the Hon. Maude 
Dawson and the Hon. Mrs. Wade 
Palmer. Having no brother, these la- 
dies are co-heiresses to their mother’s 
barony, for it is a peculiarity of Eng- 
lish baronies by writ that primogeni- 
ture among females is ignored All 
daugliters are equal co-heiresses, and 
not one of them can obtain the title 
until she becomes the sole heiress 
But this is not all. Mrs. Ross has 
two sons, and Mrs. Wade Palmer has 
two daughters and the barony may re- 
main in abeyance until the descen- 
dants of the original co-heiresses have 
one person, Be- 


dwindled down to 
cause of this peerages have sometimes 
remained in abeyance for centuries, 
However, the King hgs a prerogative. 


He can at any time he chooses con- 
fer the dignity on any one of the co- 
heirs 

Two peeresses are minors, Lady 


Beaumont and Lady Clifton of Leigh- 
ton Bromswold. The first Baron Beau- 
mont was the grandson of John de 
Brienne, who held the glorious dig- 
nity of King of Jerusalem. After be- 
ing in abeyance for more than 300 
years’ the barony fell in 1340 to a 
Yorkshire Roman Catholic gentleman 
Miles Thomas Stapleton of Carlton

But Lady Clifton is the baby among 
in their own right.

The 
heir presumptive is her uncle, Lord 
Darnley 

On the death of the late Lord Love- 
lace, three years ago, his only child 
the great-granddaughter of Byron, be- 
came Baroness Wentworth in her own 
right. This barony has been held by 
baronesses more often than any other 
First conferred on Sir Thomas Went- 
worth, Chamberlain to Edward VI 
and a connection of the family of the 
same name settled at Wentworth 
Woodhouse, near Sheftield, and now 
represented by Lord Fitewilliam, it 
passed in course of time to Henrietta, 
the only child of the fifth baron, when 
she was a child of ten 

Born during the Commonwealth, 
she fell a victim to the glances of 
the Duke of Monmouth, her rents, her 
jewels and her credit were lovingly

Mistress of the Robes in the ‘70s. Her 
Grace was a de ndant of the Mac- 
kenzies, the old bKarl of Cromuarties 
and the inheritor of their estates. At 
her death she was succeeded, in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the patent 
by her second son, The late Lord Cro 
martie died when his elder daughter 
was fifteen, and she had to wait two 
years before she was confirmed in the 
title. She married Major Blunt-Mac- 


kenzie, and has a daughter and two 
sons, Viscount Turbat, the heir, is

When Willian Ambhurst Tyssen-Am- 


herst was raised to the pee in the

LAND WITHCUT A PRISON. 


Dr. Grenfell Tells of the Eskimos of 
the Labrador Ccast. 


“The best-educated people in the 
country at present are the Eskimo,” 
says Dr. W. T. Grenfell, in his new 
book, “Labrador,” recently published 
by Messrs. Macmilan 

lt is a startling and mortifying sen 
tence, for along that rugged coast, the 
scene of Dr. Grenfell’s self-sacrificing 


labors as a medical missionary, there 
is a considerable, if temporary popu- 
lation of whites 

And many of the visiting white 


fishermen, chiefly Americans, do not 
set a good example to the people oi 
the land. They are a generous, opeu- 
handed crowd of men, but “they go 
fishing and working on Sundays 
among our people, who, though poor- 
er and far more needy of material 
wealth, are wise enough to know that 
life does not consist in the abundance 
of things man possesses. 

‘Almost without exception, the Es- 
kimo can read and write. Many can 
musical instrumen's, share in 
part-singing, and are well able to 
keep accounts, and know the value of 
th 


“a 

“T have known an Eskimo called in 
to read and to write a letter for a 
Newfoundland fisherman; and I have 
had more than once to ask one to 
heip me by playing our own harmon- 
ium for us at a service, because not 
one of a large audience could do so, 

“T have heard more than one Eski- 
mo stand up and deliver an excellent 
impromptu speech, Our white popu- 
lation is still very largely illiterate 
though some headway has been mad 
of late years 

“There are practically no alcoholic 


liquors sold) in Labrador; .not a 
licensed house exists If liquor is 
1 at all, it is in very small quan- 


tities, and clandestinely, in what we 
know as ‘she-been.’ 

“Thousands of our fishermen are 
absolute ebstainers on principle, and 
a very strong anti-liquor sentiment 
prevails almost universally. The re- 
sults are obvious in the fact that we 
have not one policeman stationed 
along the whole coast; not one among 
twenty-tive thousand people 

“We have no penitentiary, and 
there has not been, to my knowledge, 
a convietion for drunkenness. Dur- 
ing sixteen yeers I have, personally 
hot seen one fisherman drunk.” 

Dr. Grenfell’s chapter on the Labra- 
dor missions contains striking tri 
butes to the work of the Moravian 
brethren. At Okkak, where they have 
a small hospital, the Eskimo at first 
would not subject themselves to th 
necessary hospital regulations 

‘We carried thither the first pa- 
tients in our little hospital steamer 
It was a new experience to see an 
Eskimo trying to suecommodate him- 
elf to a bed The warmth of th: 
ward was objectionable; the addition. 
al heat of the bedelothes was intole:
